DOMESTIE NEWS. 
State Conventions. 
WEST VIRGINIA—BEPL'BLICAN. 
W heeling, May 12th.—The Republican 
State Convention met to-day, with 200 dele­ 
gates present. Al! the counties are repre­ 
sented. A. W. Campbell made a strong- 
epeech. Kx-Governor .Stevenson was elected 
Chairman. Committees were appointed, and 
the Convention took a recess. 
Upon reas-embling, C. D. Hubbard was 
elected President, and made ail enthusiastic 
Blaine speech. The resolutions heartily ap­ 
prove of President Haye.’ administration, re­ 
gard him as one of the brightest examples of 
his own declaration that “ he serves his party 
best who serves his country best,” deprecate 
sectional animosity, pledge their best efforts 
to place the State on the roll of Republican 
States, instruct the delegation to vote for 
Blaine at Chicago as the first choice, and to 
use all honorable means to secure bis nomi­ 
nation. The last resolution caused some op­ 
position among the Shermen men, but was 
adopted. The Shermen men also opposed the 
election by the Convention of the ten dele­ 
gates to Chicago, they desiring that districts 
elect them. After a debate, lasting all the 
afternoon, they were overruled in this also. 
A recess was then taken till 7:30 o’clock. 
WISCONSIN—DEMOCRATIC. 
M adison, May 12th.— The Democratic 
State Convention was called to order, and se­ 
lected Dr. J. B. Whiting as temporary 
Chairman. After the appointment of com­ 
mittees the Convention took a recess. 
MICHIGAN—REPUBLICAN. 
D e tro it, May 12th. — The Republican 
State Convention was called to order, with 
Captain E. P. Allen as temporary Chairman. 
A recess was taken after the committees were 
appointed. 
The district delegations this morning se­ 
lected the eighteen district delegates to which 
Michigan is entitled, of which a large major­ 
ity are for Blaine, but are not unanimous. 
Sevaral who will vote for Blaine at first, will 
abandon him when the prospect of his nomi­ 
nation appears not to be good. There are 
two or more pronounced Grant men among 
the number. 
FLORIDA—REPUBLICAN. 
G ainesville, May 12th.—The Republican 
State Convention met at noon, and after a 
temporary organization W. H. Hicks offered 
the following, which passed without opposi­ 
tion : 
Resolved, That the delegates elected to the Chi­ 
cago Convention be aud are hereby instructed to 
vote as a unit for President and Vice-President of 
the United States, and to east the vote of Florida 
for U. S. Grant for Prtsident so long as lie is a can­ 
didate before the Convention, and for Thomas 
Settle for Vice-President. After the appoiutmcnt 
of committees a recess was taken. 
The M. E. Conference—Pirn for a Colored 
Itishop. 
C incinnati. May 12th.—Rev. Mr. Ham­ 
mond (colored), in the M. E. Conference to­ 
day, supported iu a masterly speech his 
motion for the appointment of a colored 
Bishop, claiming that a Church with so shin­ 
ing a record as this on the slavery question 
should not ask the nation to do what it would 
not do it“elf. Long and continued applause 
greeted him. Di. Queal said the subject was 
now under consideration. A ballot was then 
taken for the election of four Bishops, the 
result of which will be made known this after­ 
noon. A resolution was adopted approving 
the project of holding an Ecumenical Council 
in London August 1st, also for six delegates. 
electio n o f bishops. 
C incinnati, May 12th.—On the first ballot 
the result was announced as follows : Cyrus 
D. Foss, President of the Wesleyan Üni- 
versity at Middletown. Conn.: John T. 
Hurst, President of the Drew Theological 
Seminary at Madison, N. J.. and Henry W. 
Warren, of Philadelphia. The fourth Bishop 
was not elected on the first ballot. 
The VT Ii 11Í al.er Case — W ithdrawal of 
Townsend. 
W est P oint, May 12th.—M r. Townsend 
has withdrawn from the Whittaker case, but 
Professor Greener states that the reason is 
that he considered his duty done, and there 
was no further need of him. His report to 
the Secretary of War takes strong ground for 
the innocence of Whittaker. He is influ­ 
enced in leaving by the belief that his out­ 
spoken way has provoked undue hostility to 
Whittaker. 
Forest Fires Again In New Jersey. 
B a rn eg a t (Hi. J.), May 12th.—The coun­ 
try south of here seems wrapped in a fearful 
conflagration. The fire is reported to be in 
the neighborhood of Harrisville and Irish 
Mills. The loss of Thursday and Friday’s 
fire was 875,000 in the cranberry bogs alone, 
while the cedar-timber land burned was the 
most valuable in the State. 
HENDERSON, May 12th.—A forest fire ol 
a most appalling magnitude is eating its way 
towards the sea coast. The air is stifling 
from the smoke, and the sun is obscured. 
Thousands of birds and animals lying dead 
in the woods tell of the destruction. A st ff 
breeze has been blowing from the west. The 
fire seems to come from the direction of 
Ridgeway and Alexander, and to be feeding 
upon the half-charred woods of the lace great 
forest fire. The line of coast from the direc­ 
tion of Tom’s river to Squam was a sheet of 
flame at dusk this evening.

The A lbania Affair. 
C onstantinople, May 12th.—Hadji Os­ 
man Pasha, commander of the Turkish troops 
on the plain of Podgoritza, not only arranged 
matters in such a way that the evacuated po­ 
sitions were immediately occupied by the Al­ 
banians, but detailed so small an escort to 
his provisions and ammunition train that the 
Albanians took possession of them easily. 
All the chief tribes have sent contingents. 
As there is perfect harmony between the 
Mussulmans and Christians from Alassio, 
Prisrend, Yakovo, Ipek, Gusiuje and Plava, 
considerable forces have already arrived. A 
large band of Minadites have passed through 
Senatori on their wav to the front. It is be­ 
lieved that over 10,000 are collected in the 
neighborhood of Tusia and Hum, and they 
are well provided with artillery. Supplies 
of provisions and ammunition have been 
pouring into the mountains all winter. G¡on- 
tributions are levied from all Albanians, 
under penalty of having their honses burned. 
It is confidently asserted that the supplies 
are sufficient to maintain a long struggle.

N., she was detained six hours iu a field of 
ice ; on the 7th, about lat.

OREGON. 


NOTES ABOUT THE WEATHER AND THE 
0U1L00K FOR PRODUCTION. 


Cattle and Süeep—Sugar Growing—Poli­ 
tics—Railroads—The Fishermen— 
The Columbia Bar—Etc. 


P o rtla n d , May 6, IS80. 
The last of April gave us a few days that 
were a foretaste of summer, and brought 
on vegetation at a forced march. We be­ 
gan to think the perihelion had culminated 
at fever heat, and all the world was about 
to dry up and blow away with the first 
typhoon, aud just about that time typhoons 
came to us by every mail from the East, as 
having plowed their way from the Gulf to 
the St. Lawrence, leaving furrows of deso­ 
lation to mark their pathway. But our 
bodings and forebodings were cut short by 
a change of wind ; the strong apparatus of 
the weather vanes pointed them toward the 
north, and a little cloud no bigger than a 
man’s hand came up in the southwest, 
bringing cold airs with it, and grew into 
an all-pervading cloud, and when we looked 
again the world wa3 being drenched with a 
cold aud drizzling rain. So we dropped 
back into winter again and have had com­ 
fort in overcoats and umbrellas after the 
same old bort, and rejoice in the existence 
of wood piles ; but the earth is green with 
verdant sod, and boughs and shrubs show 
bloom and leafage, so we take heart of 
grace and hope for better tilings. 
c ro p prospects. 
A little too much raiu prevents the put­ 
ting in of spring wheat on the wet lands of 
Willamette prairies, but otherwise the 
farmers are nearly through their spring 
work, both here aud east of the mountains. 
I have been up the valley this week, and 
so far as the fall wheat is concerned, or the 
spring or winter wheat that has had time 
to make a showing, the prospects could 
hardly be better. In this valley a much 
larger area than usual is in fall wheat, and 
it will not be unreasonable to expect the 
entire yield of wheat here to be great 
enough to afford double the quantity we 
had for export in the harvest year just 
closing. It remains to be seen how the 
spring sowing will yield, or whether we 
shal1 have again the conditions to bring 
rust upon us. If we escape rust and are 
offered a good, or even fair price for wheat, 
the farmers of western Oregon will realize 
something of prosperity that they will 
know how to appreciate. 
From east of the mountains the news is 
eminently satisfactory. There was a touch 
of drought in the early spring that caused 
alarm, but there have been sufficient rains 
for a month past to satisfy the growing 
crops, and enable farmers to put in all 
they had any desire to. Eastern Oregon 
and Washington promise well so far as it is 
possible to judge of the season. While the 
farmers in this valley have much more fall 
wheat sowed than last year, those of East­ 
ern Oregon and Washington have less. 
The reason given is that last fall, while the 
roads were good they were engaged hauling 
their wheat to market and neglected the 
favorable time for plowing, and then fol­ 
lowed a winter that was unusually severe, 
so that the ground was frozen for months 
and could nut be plowed, and the conse­ 
quence is that they had less wheat sowed 
than in 1870, though they may plow- 
enough this spring to more than make up 
the deficiency in acreage of the fall sowing, 
if the yield of spring grain is favorable. 
CATTLE AND SHEEP. 
The country east of the mountains has 
been flooded this season with cattle buyers, 
who have purchased all the saleable stock 
of cattle aud many horses, and are now- 
gathering their herds together to drive 
them east. It looks as if more cattle were 
sold than ever before, and the price paid 
has been an advance of 20 per cent, on 
former rates, which is proof of the advan­ 
tage of competition. Now they are having 
competition for their wool, and, despite 
the bear movement on part of manufac­ 
turers and s]>ecu!ators, they are bound to 
get a satisfactory price for the staples. 
The only drawback to stock men is 
the possible loss 
they 
may have 
sustained owing to the severe winter. 
Iu a region where transportation is so 
difficult, aud imposes so ouerous a tariff on 
produce, stock men have a decided advan­ 
tage over wheat growers. In addition to 
the good prices received for stock and 
wool, the country east of the mountains 
has a good labor market, and, to some 
considerable extent, a good home market 
for products, as a great deal of railroad 
work is going on there. There is no rea­ 
son yet apparent why 1S80 should not be 
a year of “ booming ” progress and pros­ 
perity for the entire region of the North 
Pacific, for further north they have the 
Canadian Pacific Railway already under 
contract. 
SUGAR. 
The Commissioner of Agriculture seems 
to think every State in the Union can 
manufacture its own sugar, and as there is 
a hundred millions a year to be saved by 
making as much as we consume, the prop­ 
osition has especial importance. It is un­ 
doubtedly true that nearly all the proceeds 
of the wool clip of this North Pacific re­ 
gion last year went for the sweetening of 
our food and drinks and what confection­ 
ary we consumed. So it is a matter of im­ 
portance to us to get producing cane and 
sugar-beets, and manufacturing sugar, as 
soon as possible. The importance of this 
seems to be fully appreciated in some sec­ 
tions, and steps are already taken to test 
the question as to our ability to produce 
cane and sugar-beet3 to advantage. The 
people of Puyallup valley, over on the 
Sound, have raised a fund to be devoted as 
premiums to those most successful in pro­ 
ducing the sugar-beet, and if ordinarily 
successful there, no doubt step9 will be 
taken to carry on the industry to the 
manufacture of sugar. That region fills, 
in a measure, the requirements of soil and 
climate for the successful growth of the 
sugar-beet, as it has the humidity and the 
cool nights in summer that characterize 
the regions of Europe where the beet- 
sugar. industry proves successful ; and 
it is true that it only proves so jn 
a limited extent of country, including 
northeastern Prance, Belgium and parts of 
Germany, Austria, Russia and Poland. It 
is probable that much clay land in this 
valley will also satisfy the same require­ 
ments, while, as corn grows well in the 
dryer and warmer summer climates of 
Southern and Eastern Oregon, there will 
be no difficulty in introducing the culture 
of sorghum and making the growth of am­ 
ber cane a success in those sections of the 
Northwest. Cane has been grown to ad­ 
vantage and manufactured into syrup in 
Jackson county, and citizens there will 
grow it more largely this year and make 
a test that will be satisfactory. 
If our 
people can produce sugar at home it will 
certainly add greatly to their prosperity, 
and with the success of other nations, un­ 
der like circumstances, fully demonstrated, 
there is good cause for encouragement to 
those who make the attempt, though it 
must be borne in mind that production and 
manufacture, on a limited scale, is only ex­ 
periment, and to be successful and demon­ 
strate the problem there must be abundant 
capital and all the facilities for thorough 
work on an economical basis. If we can 
demonstrate that sugar beets and amber 
cane will thrive here, there will be induce­ 
ment for capital and enterprise to enter 
the field and prosecute the industry. 
SUNDRIES. 
There is no excitement in politics and 
little said outside of the newspapers about 
the coming election, which is only four 
weeks off. Probably the public pulse will 
beat higher as June comes upon them, but 
the people through the country are more 


interested in the coming crops than in the 
coming election. 
The railroad situation remainsunchanged, 
with work being hurried in all directions, 
though continued rains cause considerable 
delay. 
The fate of the unfortunate fishermen 
causes great commiseration. 
They are a 
reckless set, and venture into the jaws of 
death, and lie down to sleep to find them­ 
selves often among the breakers, but the 
late storm was prolific of disasters to 
them. 
A great deal is said about the Columbia 
river bar shoaling, and the need of works 
to be constructed to confine the channel 
bo that it can be more permanent. Such 
work will call for half a dozen millions of 
dollars, and is necessary no doubt, but it 
must be remembered that the river chan­ 
nels change continually. The present high 
water will create a current that will per­ 
haps make an improvement in the harbor 
channels, and some allowance must be 
made for the anxiety of interested parties 
to see the Government millions expended 
to their own advantage. 
The annual rise of the rivers has set in 
in earnest ; and it is a mooted question if 
Portland is to suffer an inundation again. 
The re¡>ort is that snow lies in the moun­ 
tains in immense quantity—far more than 
usual—and many fear that we shall be 
partially under water here. 
Had the 
warm weather continued perhaps the 
chances would have been lessened, wh;reas 
it is cool to unpleasantness, and if the 
raius do not extend to the interior ranges 
the coolness may be of positive benefit.

GLADSTONE’S APOLOGY TO AUSTRIA. 


"HE TULARE LAND CONFLICT. 


Of course opinions will differ in regard 
to Mr. Gladstone’s apology to Austria. 
The Tory pres3 will see in it nothing but a 
beginning of that humiliation which they 
are predetermined shall be east upon the 
country by the Liberal Government. Even 
some Liberals will regard it as an unneces­ 
sary concession to continental touchiness. 
But if Mr. Gladstone did really say things 
about the Emperor of Austria which had 
no foundation in fact—and this is what he 
accuses himself of having done—it is open 
to any one to maintain that he cannot be 
very far wrong in frankly acknowledging 
his fault and tendering a gentlemanly 
apology for it. No doubt there are those 
who hold that everybody has a right to 
abuse powers and potentates, and that it 
does not matter whether such abuse is 
well or ill-founded. But Mr. Gladstone is 
an English gentleman, and there are 
still some members of that class who 
retain chivalrous ideas of tlieir re­ 
sponsibilities even in debate and on 
the stump, and who would not know­ 
ingly calumniate even their bitterest 
enemies. We think 
Mr. Gladstone’s 
apology to the Emperor of Austria ought 
rather to he regarded as an evidence of 
his own high and exacting sense of honor 
than as suggestive of any unworthy truck­ 
ling to a crowned head. It is possible to 
conceive of a state of mind so exalted 
that it cannot tolerate the perpetration 
of an injustice by itself, and such an ex­ 
alted mental condition is as likely to be 
found in Mr. Gladstone as in any man 
alive to-day. It must also he remembered 
that he is now in a position of very great 
responsibility. As the I’rime Minister of 
England his sayings and doings possess 
far greater signilicance than when he was 
office. Ho cannot afford to risk 
h of had relations with a 
ver by allowing it to be 
he enttrtains some personal 
power. And therefore, 
ments of the Tory jour- 
posed to think that Mr.

The 
Call ought to know ‘hat the Board has not 
voted “ to continue th. present Readers,” 
in adopting the McGuffey Readers, and 
that no argument based on the incon­ 
venience and expense of change has any 
relevancy to this case. For the series of 
McGuffey Readers recently adopted is a 
revised series, and in fact an entirely 
different set of books from those 
previously in use. 
It follows that 
their introduction involves precisely the 
same amount of change, inconvenience, 
and expense that the introduction of new 
Readers at the same cost would involve. 
But icasmnch as the Board has voted to 
pay more for the McGuffey Readers than 
much better Readers could have been ob­ 
tained for, the proceeding will entail a 
much greater cost upon parents. The ap­ 
parent fact is that the adoption of these 
McGuffey Readers was a gross and shame­ 
ful job, in which the interest of the 
schools was disregarded entirely, and in 
which the cogent arguments employed by 
the publisher’s agent carried the day against 
common sonso, honesty, and the public 
welfare. We are sorry to see any journal 
attempting, however indirectly, to give an 
air of plausibility to this very dirty and 
discreditable transaction. 


The dispute over the Mussel Slough 
lands, in Tulara county, has at last issued 
in bloodshed. In all such cases there are 
inevitably vehement partisans of both 
sides, and in the present instance it is as 
yet impossible to get at the full details of 
the conflict which has resulted so de­ 
plorably. So far it is not known which 
party fired first, but it is beyond doubt 
that the Mussel Slough settlers organized 
to resist the law, and that they did de­ 
liberately undertake to overpower and 
drive away the officers who were deputed 
to execute the judgment of the Courts. 
The statement made by the Settlers’ 
League concerning the origin and nature 
of the existing difficulty differs radically 
from the account given by the railroad 
company. 
The settlers claim that the 
corporation sought to make them pay for 
the lands they had improved, prices based 
on the present value of their improve­ 
ments, and this they denounce as unjust. 
The company on its part asserts that it has 
made repeated attempts to arrange the 
whole matter with the settlers on an equit­ 
able basis, but that they w ill not agree to 
any reasonable terms. It is further asserted 
that the prices demanded for the lands in 
dispute were fair, moderate, and in nearly 
all cases below what were asked for adja­ 
cent property of similar character and pro­ 
ductive capacity. The company says it 
offered the settlers the lirst opportunity of 
buying or leasing the lauds which had been 
patented to it, but that they refused to 
buy, lease or vacate. Two years or so ago 
some of these lands were sold to third par­ 
ties, among whom were W. J. Crow and 
M. D. Hartt. The men who were holding 
the lands, however, refused to recognize 
their titles, and consequently suits were 
brought by the railroad company, and last 
December they were decided in favor of 
the company. The settlers then had no 
longer any justification for holding out, 
and as the purchasers of the lauds impor­ 
tuned the company to put them in posses­ 
sion, and as there seemed no probability 
that the situation would grow any better 
by waiting, the services of the United 
States Marshal were called into requisi­ 
tion, and he was proceeding with his 
duty when the Settlers’ League in­ 
terfered, with the lamentable consequences 
related. It is really not a material point 
whether the settlers or the purchasers of 
the lands fired first, for before any firing 
was done the settlers had manifested their 
intention to resist the authority of the 
United States Marshal, and had conse­ 
quently put themselves outside the law. 
To assert, as one journal does, that the 
purchasers of the land ought to have with­ 
drawn quietly when they found that their 
claims would not be acknowledged, is a 
very one-sided way of looking at the case. 
It is presumably the duty of all citizens to 
obey the law and the process of the 
Courts. The men Crow and Hartt were 
proceeding in the performance, of what the 
Courts had decided to be their rights. The 
settlers, on the other hand, were handed 
together to defy the law. Why should 
those who were acting lawfully retire from 
the presence of those who were acting un­ 
lawfully ? 
Whatever equities they may have in 
other regards, it is perfectly clear that the 
Settlers’ League was acting in defiance of 
the law, and that it had no justification 
for it3 course. Nor can questions of sen­ 
timent he allowed to obscure the matter. 
No doubt there is a strong tendency in 
many quarters to take sides against a rail­ 
road company on general principles, and to 
believe that whoever resists it must be 
entitled to sympathy. 
But Crow and 
Hartt were not railroad men. They were 
innocent purchasers who had bought lands 
which the Courts had declared to he theiis 
lawfully. They very naturally and rea­ 
sonably desired to he put in possession of 
the lands they had purchased. And when 
they went, in company with a United 
.States Marshal, to take possession, they 
were met by an armed band which under­ 
took to drive them away. Under such 
circumstances the responsibility for what 
followed must he placed upon the heads of 
those who deliberately defied the law. It 
was their duty to have yielded to the 
United States M arshal; not the duty of 
the United States Marshal to yield to 
them. They had appealed to the Courts, 
and the Courts had decided against them. 
They had no right then to appeal to arms. 
The judgment of the Courts is necessarily 
the only authoritative guide to opinion in 
matters of this kind, and it has been de­ 
livered against the Mussel Slough settlers. 
Their policy has been alike rash and un­ 
wise. They cannot expect to hold the 
country against the entire power of the 
United States Government, yet they have 
declared war against that power. They 
have produced this unfortunate and irre­ 
trievable disaster, for which there was 
neither necessity nor excuse. If men can­ 
not obtain what they think are their rights, 
by legitimate methods, in this country, 
there is no other course open to them. By 
resorting to illegitimate methods they only 
make their situation far worse than it was, 
and entail upon themselves far more 
serious responsibilities. 
These Mussel 
Slough settlers have now made outlaws of 
themselves, and however desperately they 
behave, it is certain that they will have 
eventually to succumb to the arm of the 
law. 
FRENCH FEAR OF COMMUNISM. 
It is intimated that the French Govern­ 
ment is seriously apprehensive of trouble 
with the Communists, who have recently 
been arranging for a great demonstration 
at Fere-la-Chaise. The concurrence of a 
labor agitation with this movement gives 
it a grave aspect, and it is rumored that 
the Communistic leaders intend to produce 
extensive strikes simultaneously in many 
parts of the country, in order to compel 
such a division of the army as will weaken 
the military power of the Government, and 
facilitate a general uprising. This is not a 
cheeriul programme, but it is quite pos­ 
sible that the greater part of it has been 
evolved by the fears of the Government 
rather than by the intelligence of the Com­ 
munistic leaders. Such a course as is out­ 
lined above could not result in anything 
but suffering. It is very certain that the 
bulk of the French people are utterly hos­ 
tile to anarchy, no matter under what pre­ 
tense it is invoked. They have not forgot­ 
ten the Paris Commune of 1871, and they 
take no stock in any enterprises of that 
character. Nor is it at all probable that 
the men who are directing the move­ 
ments of the European revolutionists are 
so infatuated as to sanction a mere blind 
raid upon everything that stands for 
civilization. The French Republic is not 
as complete a Government as it might be, 
but it gives peace and order and the op­ 
portunity for growth to the nation, and 
therefore it is strongly supported by the 
mass of the rural population, and by the 
urban population with the exception of 
the workman class. 
Communism and 
absinthe have made about equal progress 
in demoralizing this class, and it is un­ 
doubtedly a very turbulent, seditious, un­ 


reasonable and ill-conditioned element. It 
is quite capable of joining any crazy insur­ 
rectionary movement, and it is quite capa­ 
ble of committing hideous excesses if it 
gets the upper hand at any time. Repub­ 
lics generally are weakest in their central 
authority, hut France as yet retains her 
imperial army, and unless that has been 
seduced by the Communists there is little 
reason to fear that the latter can 
obtain any serious successes, even if 
they should be foolish enough to at­ 
tempt an outbreak. Should such a thing 
happen, however, it would certainly 
be made use of by the Monarchists and 
Imperialists as a lever wherewith to 
overturn the Republic, and if the country 
were seriously frightened, or the insur­ 
rection attained formidable proportions, it 
might drive the conservative elements into 
the substitution of a strong centralized 
government for the present modified de­ 
mocracy. 
The democratic tendencies of 
French politics could in fact be checked and 
turned back in no way so easily and effect­ 
ually as by a mad and aimless Communistic 
rising. Such an outbreak would also do 
much to reconcile all Europe to the central­ 
izing movement of which German govern­ 
mental policy affords so conspicuous an 
example, and the general result would be 
to strengthen the hands of the autocratic 
powers, to create prejudice against all 
liberal views, and so to postpone reforms 
and concessions which if things were left to 
their normal development would be very- 
sure to arrive before long. 


DR. KALLOCH AND HIS MINISTERIAL 
COLLEAGUES. 
Our report of the Baptist Convention 
being held in this city at present will be 
found quite interesting. An attack was 
made upon Dr. Kalloch by an Oakland 
preacher, who arraigned him in connection 
with a discussion on the Chinese position, 
for his course before the saud-lot mob when 
an attack on the Chinese quarter was 
feared. It had been rumored that a mo­ 
tion would be introduced to withdraw the 
hand of fellowship from Dr. Kalloch, at 
this Convention, and this attack upon him 
precipitated the conflict, but at the same 
time gave him an advantage he was quick 
to avail himself of. His speech in defense 
was extremely vigorous and adroit, and so 
strongly put that it completely carried 
away the Convention, which refused to 
listen to his accuser any further. 
It 
will be observed that in the course of liis 
speech Dr. Kalloch characterized the sand- 
lot mob in terms which it is difficult to 
imagine him employing elsewhere, and 
which may make it necessary for him to 
enter upon another explanation hereafter. 
His enemies in the Conventi jn however 
exploded their mine prematurely, and so 
he escaped the discipline which had been 
prepared for him, and disarmed his oppo­ 
nents very effectually. We fear his minis­ 
terial colleagues are not old enough politi­ 
cians to enter into a conflict of this kind 
with Dr. Kalloch. 


THE ILLINOIS FIGHT. 
The bitterness engendered by the Illinois 
fight among the Grant and Blaine men 
bodes ill for the success of both these can­ 
didates. For not only is it evident that 
there is, -as regards them, a hopeless split 
in Illinois, hut it is certain that the intense 
feeling now arousedamong their supporters 
will produce similar hostilities in several 
other States which have yet to elect dele­ 
gates to Chicago. In fact the closeness of 
the struggle between these two foremost 
candidates makes it less probable from day 
to day that either of them cau secure the 
nomination. The Convention will realize 
the necessity of nominating some man who 
can unite the party, and it is now quite 
doubtful whether either Blaine or Grant 
can do this. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


A peculiar and fatal disease is killing the 
sheep at Chestnut, Montana. 
An effort ¡3 being made to manufacture 
silk in Salt Lake on a small scale. 
There is promise of an immense orange 
crop this year in Los Angeles county. 
Potatoes are selling at ten and fifteen 
cents apiece in Mineral City, Colorado. 
The City Trustees of Healdsburg pay the 
poll tax of the firemen of that town from 
the public treasury. 
The Free Press says that if 100 people 
die in Bodie this season the funeral ex­ 
penses will amount to §15,000. 
The Courier, published at Crescent City, 
Del Norte county—an excellent local pa­ 
per—lias entered upon its eighth volume. 
Theodore Winters recently sold his band 
of blooded horses to a stockraiser in Mon­ 
tana. The hand numbered about 150 head. 
They are all half orthree quarter thorough­ 
bred. Possession is to be given on July 1st. 
The Los Angeles Journal speaks of a 
Cloth of Gold rose which measured 15J 
inches in circumference. The 8an Diego 
News replied that on Dr. Port’s place in 
that city there was one rose 16J inches, 
and another 19j inches around. 
A young man at Coos Bay, Or., by the 
name of Ingersol, lately came to grief by 
being arrested and confined in jail for dig­ 
ging open Indian graves and stealing the 
valuables that by the custom of the red 
men are buried with their owners. 
The Bodie Free Press is not in favor of 
divorces, but says when a wife enters a sa­ 
loon and pulls her husband out by the ear 
when he has but one point to go in a six­ 
handed game of pedro, legal proceedings 
may be commenced with impunity. 
The Utah Southern Extension Railroad 
has now reached Milford, about eighteen 
miles beyond Black Rock, the present 
terminus. This week Milford will become 
the terminus. The offices and other rail­ 
road buildings are being removed to that 
point. 
Hon. J. W. Wilcox, while walking over 
the second floor of a dilapidated stone 
building at Bear valley, Mariposa county, 
last Friday, came near being killed by 
means of the floor giving way, dumping 
l.im a distance of ten or twelve feet and 
breaking three of his ribs and seriously in­ 
juring him otherwise. 
Owing to the freshness of the water in 
Napa creek and around Vallejo, says the 
Chronicle of that place, the teredo, which 
is very destructive to wharves and piling 
in San Francisco harbor, cannot live in our 
locality, and wharves built thirty years 
ago are as sound to day, as far as this 
worm is concerned, as when first built. 
The Kern County Californian says : 
From what we have been able to learn 
there are about 40,000 acres of wheat 
planted in this county, about 10,000 of 
which has never been under cultivation 
before, and lies chiefly on the line of the 
Calioway canal, on the north side. The 
stand is weil advanced, and promises 
splendid results at the harvest. 
“ There are nine warrants out against 
people who have sold whisky to Indians 
in this vicinity,” says the San Bernardino 
Times, “ but, owing to the United States 
Marshals not having received any pay for 
months, they cannot be served. 
The 
Agent of the Mission Indians here prom­ 
ises to make things lively when the 
legal machinery is again set in motion.” 
A citizen of Visalia who was not raised 
on a farm is growing a vegetable garden. 
Recently he planted some beans. The 
morning after the heavy raiD, on examining 
his garden, he found that they had sprouted 
and that the beans were being pushed above 
the ground. He had never seen a bean 
growing before, and not understanding 
what made them come up, he went around 
the patch and pushed them all back into 
the ground with his finger. His wife ex­ 
presses the opinion that that particular 
patch of “ early six-weeks beaas" will 
prove a failure. 


THE TULARE TROUBLE. 


Quiet Restored and No Further 
Outbreak Anticipated. 


FULL EETAILS OF THE AFFAIR. 


Graphic Account of the La­ 
mentable Occurrence. 


SIX KILLED AKD TWO WOUHDED. 


H eartrending Scenes Subsequent to 
the Tragedy.

H ax fo rd , May 12th.—Matters are quiet 
this morning, with no prospects of a further 
outbreak. Six men are killed—Dan. Kelly, 
W alter C row, Ives Knutson, John Hender­ 
son, James Harris and Arch. McGregor. 
M. D. Hartt was mortally wounded, and E. 
Haymaker slightly. The principal shooting 
was done by Crow, Hartt, Henderson, Kelly 
and Harris. No others did any shooting, as 
far as ascertained. 
DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE AFFAIR. 
V I3ALIA, May 12th.—The Visalia Delta 
extra, just issued, gives the following account 
of the Mussel ¡Slough tragedy: For many 
weeks a suppressed apprehension has pre­ 
vailed in Tulare county that we were on the 
eve of an outbreak between the settlers and 
the railroad company. This fear has with 
good reason increased as the time drew near 
when in the event of the settlers failing to 
comply with certain conditions they would be 
dispossessed of their homes by the railroad 
company. Whispers that the United States 
Marshal was to be sent to take posses­ 
sion of and hold the disputed lands 
for the railroad only made the crisis 
more certain in the opinion of those 
who knew the stern determination and pur­ 
pose of the settlers. A grand indignation 
meeting of settlers was appointed at Hanford 
for Tuesday, May 11th, at which Judge 
Terry was expected to give views on the legal 
aspect of the case. On Monday it was re­ 
ported that several parties, supposed to be in 
league with the railroad company or opposed 
to the interests of the settlers, had received 
anonymous warnings to leave the county. 
Among those said to have been forewarned 
were M. D. Hartt and Walter J. Crow, who 
were looked upon as tools of the railroad com­ 
pany, and who, in consideration of their 
services in dispossessing the settlers and 
thereby providing a test case, were to receive 
their land. Members of the League deny 
having sent those warnings to Crow and 
others. 
ARRIVAL OF THE MARSHAL. 
United States Marshal Poole and W. H. 
Clark, grader of railroad lands in Mussel 
Slough, arrived in Hanford Monday night, 
took rooms at the hotel, and early in the 
morning drove out of town in a buggy. The 
settlers’ meeting called together a large con­ 
course of people from all parts of the Mussel 
Slough country, who began to arrive early in 
the morning, and when the news went round 
that the United States Marshal and W. H. 
Clark had airived the night before, and had 
early that morning rode away in company 
with Hartt and Crow, many of the settlers 
gathered for the meeting prepared for prompt 
and united action in whatever course they 
might pursue in the matter. The Marshal 
and Clark drove out to the place occupied liy 
W m. B. Broden, northeast of town, and dis­ 
possessed him, and in his absence set his 
household goods out in the road and put M. 
D. Hartt in possession. They then proceeded, 
in company with Hartt and Walter Crow, to 
the place occupied by Brewer and Storer, 
three and a half miles north of Orangeville, 
in Fresno county. Meantime various squads 
of mounted men, as the presence and purpose 
of the Marshal became known, had followed 
the officers and the party from Hanford. 
Some of these men were armed, but many of 
them had no weapons. They soon learned 
the summary measures taken by the officer at 
Brodeu’s ranch, and hearing that like pro­ 
ceedings were contemplated at Brewer’s, they 
rode thence. When about half a mile from 
the place they saw the two buggies, the for­ 
ward one containing Marshal Boole and Clark, 
and the other Hartt and Crow, pass through 
the yard near the house and intoa field some 200 
yards west of the residence, where they 
stopped. The settlers passed through the 
fence at the southwest .corner of the field and 
rode directly across toward the halted buggies. 
THE COLLISION. 
When the advance squad of some fifteen 
settlers came up to within 50 or 100 yards 
of the Marshal, he alighted and advanced, 
meeting them half-way. He saluted them 
in a gentlemanly manner, saying that in his 
official capacity as United States Marshal 
he was compelled to perform his duties in the 
matter, although against his desire. A formal 
demand to surrender was then made to the 
Marshal by the leader. This he did, but re­ 
fused to give up his pistol, and with the un­ 
derstanding that he should not use it, was 
allowed to retain his revolver. Two men— 
Arch. McGregor and John E. Henderson— 
were told to keep guard over the officer. 
While the parley was still going on, one man 
rode alongside of Hartt and Crow and com­ 
menced a conversation with the latter. 
They seemed to be watching the ac­ 
tions of the party around the Marshal, and 
once Hartt grasped his gun, when Crow said, 
“ Don’t shoot yet; it is not time.” Whether 
Hartt and Crow were at this time ordered to 
surrender, according to one account, or 
whether a settler drew his revolver on the 
latter, as has been reported, we are not able 
to state ; but they both at the same time 
leaped from the wagon, grasping their weap­ 
ons, and Crow discharged the contents of his 
shotgun into the breast and face of Harris, 
who fell to the ground dead. The fight now 
commenced in earnest, and 
SHOT FOLLOWED SHOT. 
Henderson, who was guarding the Marshal, 
rau forward, firing as he went, and but for 
the inefficiency of his weapon—it being a 
small pistol and hanging lire—he would have 
probably finished Crow and put a stop to the 
affair; but before he was killed by Crow one 
shot from his pistol wounded Hartt in the 
abdomen. McGregor, who with Henderson 
had been guarding the Marshal, and who 
was unarmed, was shot twice in the breast, 
and crying “ My God,” started off for a pool 
of water near, and when about 170 steps 
away was shot again in the back. Knutson 
fell riddled with buckshot, grasping his loaded 
revolver, before he had fired a shot. Dan 
Kelly, with three shots in his back, 
fell from his horse near the barn. Crow, 
who had now run some distance from the 
wagon, sung out to Hartt, *‘G— d 
it, 
bring the riMe 1” Hartt ran toward him with 
it, and Crow commenced reloading, when J. 
M. Patterson said, “ This thing has gone far 
enough, and had better stop.” T. J. Mc- 
Quiddy now rode up with some thirty or 
forty settlers, and handed Marshal Poole a 
written demand that he desist from dispos­ 
sessing the settlers, and that he leave the 
county forthwith, which he consented to do, 
and, with Clark, was sent away under a guard 
of four men. During this parley and the ex­ 
citement, Crow ran along the fence south in 
a stooping position, holding his gun. He 
was heard to say that he was wounded. 
While the dead and dying were being cared 
for bands of armed men scoured the country 
in quest of Crow, who, it was feared, would 
offer a desperate resístanse. 
SCENE OF THE TRAC EDT. 
The report of this awful occurrence, which 
occurred about 10 o’clock, spread like wild­ 
fire. It reached Hanford in about an hoar, 
and a reporter instantly started for tho 


scene of action, and was soon on the ground. 
A sickening spectacle met his gaze. Stretched 
on the porch of Brewer’s house were the 
bloody and lifeless remains of James M. 
Harris, Iver Knutson and John E. Hender­ 
son, while the fourth form was that of D. M. 
Hartt, withing and groaning from a mortal 
wound in the abdomen. Inside the house 
was a no less ghastly spectacle. On one bed 
was Dan. Kelly, terribly wounded, with three 
holes in his back, and on another couch Arch. 
McGregor lay groaning, with three horrid 
wounds through his body. 
The wives, 
children and friends soon began to arrive, 
and their piercing shrieks and heartrending 
cries filled the air. Surgical skill soon came 
to hand, and all that was possible was done 
to relieve the sufferers. It was the opinion 
of the surgeons that the wounds of all would 
prove fatal except those of Haymaker, 
slightly wounded in the head by a glancing 
buckshot. 


cr ow ’s DEAD BODT FOUND— MANNER OF HIS 
DEATH. 
On his return the reporter met a squad of 
men, who informed him of the discovery of 
the lifeless body of Crow, one and a half 
miles southeast of the scene of actioD, in the 
alfalfa, lying on his face, dead, with his 
loaded double-barreled shotgun by his side. 
His face presented a sickening spectacle. The 
blood was oozing from his nostrils and month, 
and the black discoloration of his counte­ 
nance hardly preseuted the semblance of a 
human face. Crow seems to have done the 
principal shooting, and it is doubtful whether 
Hartt fired a shot. It is a further question 
whether Crow was wounded at all 
in the conflict. Subsequent developments 
seem to indicate that he pretended to have 
been badly wounded only to facilitate his 
escape. He left the scene and struck out 
through the fields for his home, about two 
miles distaut. When he had gone about one 
and a half miles, followed by an armed party, 
he is said to have raised up his gun to tire at 
George Hackett, who was passing a few rods 
from where he stood. He did not fire, but a 
musket report from a near thicket was heard, 
and he pitched headlong to the ground, where 
he apparently died without a struggle. 
EXCITEMENT AT HANFORD—THE KILLED AND 
WOUNDED. 
At the time of the arrival of the first mes­ 
senger Hanford was full of people, and the 
excitement knew no bounds. Men hurried 
to and fro, women cried, while everywhere 
were evidences of the most intense excite­ 
ment. 
Of those killed and wounded, all except 
McGregor, of Orangeville, were residents of 
the vicinity of Hanford. McGregor and 
Kelly are single men; Harris has a wife and 
one child ; Knutson a wife and nine chil­ 
dren ; Hartt a wife and two children; Crow 
a wife and two children. The wife of Crow 
is visiting in Stanislaus county, and the 
family of Hartt left on the train the night 
before the occurrences herein related. 
COMMUNICATION CUT OFF. 
The reporter, after telegraphing the first 
brief report, was unable to dispatch another 
message as the operator had turned the keys 
over to an officer and left town, after having 
been requested so to do. All trains were dis­ 
continued, and for the time being Hanford 
was cut off from the outside world. 
The settlers assembled in the afternoon and 
passed resolutions, and then dispersed. No 
violence was attempted or threatened, and 
life and property were apparently as safe as 
ever. 
THE UNITED STATES MARSHAL AND CLARK 
Arrived in Kingsburg that afternoon, and a 
special train was sent from Goshen to take 
them to Fresno, from whence they went, it 
is learned, on Wednesday morning direct to 
San Francisco. It was their purpose, it is 
said, to dispossess the settlers on but three 
pieces of land, which had been purchased by 
Crow and Hartt. Wm. Broden, Arch Mc­ 
Gregor and Brewer and Storer were the 
settlers on these lands. 
In Mussel Slough the feeling over this 
lamentable affair, and the causes which led to 
it, is intense, and the undercurrent of public 
opinion there seems to be that this may be 
but the commencement of a resistance forced 
upon them, and which they are obliged to 
make in defense of their homes. 
Coroner Lovelace appointed the inquest for 
Thursday at 9 o’clock at Hanford. 
Later.—Arch McGregor and Dan Kelly 
have died, making six killed and two 
wounded. 
THE FEELING IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
S an F rancisco, May 12th.—The repre­ 
sentatives of the Southern Pacific Railway 
in this city deplore the collision and assert 
that they have done everything to avoid it. 
They did not invoke the United States 
authorities to place men iu possession who 
held valid title to the lands until the United 
States Circuit Court had rendered a decision 
declaring that the settlers were in wrongful 
possession. Then no steps were taken until 
the time for appeal to the United States Su­ 
preme Court had expired. 
Charles Crocker, President of the South­ 
ern Pacific, and Jerome Madden, Land 
Agent, assert that there were no claims of 
record against the lands when the patents 
were received. In proof of this they submit 
the certificate of the Register and Receiver 
of the Visalia Land District. 
MARSHAL POOLE’S ESCAPE— HIS VERSION OF 
THE BLOODY DOINGS. 
United States Marshal Poole returned from 
Tulare at half-past 12 o’clock to-day, appa­ 
rently but a little the worse for his exciting 
experience yesterday with the armed settlers 
at Hanford. The only physical injury he re­ 
ceived was a bad bruise in the right ankle, 
caused by a kick from a horse. This kick 
knocked Mr. Poole down, and it was at that 
moment that the shots were fired. Had he 
not fallen he would certainly have been 
killed, for he says that he heard the bullets 
passing over his body. The men were dis­ 
ciplined, and acted under a leader, who, when 
Mr. Poole refused to surrender or deliver his 
arms, made a sign with a handkerchief, 
which brought out at least thirty pis­ 
tols, all of them being pointed at 
the Marshal at full cock. Hartt was 
Bliot in the groin, ard on receiving the injury 
called out to Mr. Poole, “ I have got my 
dose,” and fell. 
The Marshal says that 
Hartt and Crow behaved with great coolness 
and courage. Evidently they had made up 
their minds for the worst, and determined to 
sell their lives dearly. They therefore fired 
with fatal effect, every shot, it is believed, 
hitting its mark. After the bloody work 
had been concluded no one attempted further 
to injure the Marshal, who, seeing that it 
would be impossible to carry out the object 
of his visit in opposition to more than one 
hundred armed and desperate men, agreed 
to leave the ground. 
He was then escorted 
by four men with their pistols drawn to 
within two miles of Haiford, and there told 
to go straight ahead, which he did. 
THE OUTLOOK. 
Marshal Poole says that he does not know 
what he shall next do in the matter. He will, 
of course, lay the matter before the authori­ 
ties, but he does not see that they are in a 
position to help him. In the first place there 
is no money to meet any expense of the Mar­ 
shal’s department, and, in the next, Congress 
recently passed an Act forbidding the em­ 
ployment of United States troops to enforce 
any civil process. At least 200 good, brave 
men would be necessary to meet the force 
which the settlers are in a position to bring 
against any party that might attempt to dis­ 
possess them of the land, and, unless the rail­ 
road people are prepared to furnish the men, 
there is no other source from which to draw 
them. 
In the mean time, papers will 
be promptly made out by District Attorney 
Teare to bring the matter before the United 
States Grand Jury. 
The telegTaph operator who was ordered to 
leave Hanford returned there this morning. 
The railroad company will not run trains 
to Hanford until they receive assurance that 
their property will be protected. 


The most vigorous legal means will now be 
taken to se-tle the disturbances in Tulare 
county, and all on railroad lands will be 
called upon to buy the ground of the com­ 
pany or vacate. It is believed that the set­ 
tlers will continue their demonstrations, and 
remain firm iu their determination not to be 
defrauded of their homesteads.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


ANNUAL PUBLIC SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 
The annual examination of the public 
schools will commence on Friday next. On 
that day the senior grade of the High School 
will be examined in algebra and geometry, 
and on Saturday, the 15th, the same grade 
will be examined in chemistry and philosophy. 
On Monday, the 17th, the senior grade will 
be examined in literature and arithmetic, the 
middle grade in chemistry and philosophy, 
the junior grade in algebra, and the second 
and fourth grades in written arithmetic, com­ 
mencing at 9 A. M. 
On Tuesday, the 18th, the senior grade will 
be examined in botany and zoology, the mid­ 
dle grade in arithmetic, the junior grade in 
grammar, and the second and fourth grades 
in grammar! commencing at 9 <fclock a. m., 
and the sixth grade in spelling and arithmetic. 
On Wednesday, the 19th, the senior grade 
will be examined in grammar and rhetoric, 
the middle grade in geometry, the junior 
grade in geography and bookkeeping, the 
second and fourth grades in mental arith­ 
metic at 9 a. >!., and in geography at 9:30 a. 
m., and the sixth grade in reading, mental 
arithmetic and geography. 
On Thursday, the 20th, the senior, middle 
and junior grades will be examined in lan­ 
guage, the second grade in spelling, word 
analysis and composition, the fourth grade 
in spelling and composition (commencing at 
9 o’clock a . M.), and the seventh grade in 
spelling and arithmetic. 
On Friday, the 21st, the first, third and 
fifth grades will be examined in arithmetic, 
and the seventh grade in reading. 
On Saturday, the 22d, the first and third 
grades will be examined in grammar, and the 
fifth grade in spelling and geography. 
On Monday, the 24th, the first grade will 
be examined in history and physiology, the 
third grade in mental arithmetic and geog­ 
raphy, and the fifth grade in mental arith­ 
metic and reading. 
. On Tuesday, the 25th, the first grade will 
be examined in composition, spelling and 
word analysis, and the third grade in spelling 
and composition. 
Certificates and diplomas will be distrib­ 
uted as follows : To the fifth, sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades, at 10 o’clock a. m., on 
Wednesday, the 26th ; to the second, third 
and fourth grades of the Capital Grammar 
School at 10 o’clock a . m , on Friday, the 
28th ; to the graduates of the same school at 
10:30 o'clock same day. To the second, third 
and fourth grades of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School at 1:30 p. si., and to the graduates 
of the Sacramento Grammar School at 2 
o’clock P. si. 
W o rk in g m e n 's D e le g a te s .—The Work­ 
ingmen’s party held a meeting at Father 
Mathew Hall last night, which lasted until 
a very late hour. The purpose of the meet­ 
ing was to select delegates to the State Con­ 
vention of the party to be held at San Fran­ 
cisco next Tuesday. J. D. Jost presided. 
These delegates were elected : Ed. Murphy, 
J. J. O'Hare, F. Nash, -J. 11. Johnson, J. D. 
Jost. M. McKenna, C. W. Fox, E. Daly and 
A. P. Mann. The Central Committee was in­ 
structed to appoint two delegates from the 
county and fill any vacancy that might occur. 
Henry G. Buckiey moved tnat the dele­ 
gates be instructed to vote and labor for the 
nomination of a President and a Vice-Presi­ 
dent, who shall be nominated by the Work­ 
ingmen’s National Convention ; and that 
they do not indorse the nomination of any 
other political party. This motion provoked 
much discussion, and was opposed by D.

Johnson and others, who, in 
speeches, warmly favored the indorsement of 
Allen G. Thurman if nominated by the 
Democracy. The motion was lost. A mo­ 
tion made by D. J. Considine, that the 
delegates attend the Convention unpledged, 
prevailed after a lengthy discussion. A reso­ 
lution declaring that Allen G. Thurman is 
the choice of the W. P. C. of this county for 
. President was introduced by Mr. Meagher 
and carried. This resolution was opposed by 
Messrs. Lund. Monaghan and Buckley. A 
motion was made by D. J. Conridine, and 
carried, to the effect that Denis Kearney is 
the choice of the Workingmen of this county 
for Chairman of the State Central Committee 
of the W. P. C.

THE BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


TEE 
CHINESE 
QUESTION RAISES A 
BREEZE 


How Mayor Kalloch Played the Saud-lot 
Mob—The Sand-lotters Denounced 
as " The Brutal Elements 
of Society.” 


The Ministerial Association of the Baptist 
State Convention met at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Rev. G. S. Abbott, of Oakland, 
was chosen Moderator of the Association, 
and Rev. E. B. Hatch Secretary. After re­ 
ligious services a sketch of the life and death 
of the late Rev. S. B. Gregory, of Cavalry 
Baptist Church, was read by Rev. A. J. 
Frost, and remarks in reference to the same 
were also made by Rev. Mr. Frost, Rev. M. 
D. Gage and others. 
At 10 o’clock the regular business of the 
Conference was proceeded with, and remarks 
were made upon the paper presented the 
former evening by Mr. Gage, upon “ Land- 
markisro.” Revs. Hatch, Weil, Frost, Rob­ 
erts and Bateman took part in the discussion. 
Rev. Dr. Taft commenced reading an essay 
upon “ The Kingdom of God,” but without 
completing it the Conference adjourned at 12 
o’clock. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Conference reassembled at 2 o’clock 
p. »!., and Dr. Taft resumed reading his 
essay. At its conclusion criticisms were 
offered by Revs. Roberts, Guirey, Prior and 
Frost. 
Rev. G. S. Abbott, of Oakland, next read 
a paper upon “ The Attitude of Christianity 
to the Chinese in Our Country.” lie said 
that he had carefully avoided having any­ 
thing to say upon the political side of the 
subject, and should only consider it relig­ 
iously, or in the attitude of Christianity to 
the Chinese upon the Pacific coast, lie said, 
first, that this attitude should not be one of 
indifference; second, that it should not be 
summarized in negative neglect and uncon­ 
cern, but in positive interest ami activity in 
the work ; and third, that it should not be 
one of disrespect. The Chinaman is entitled 
to his patriotism, to his dress and to his clan­ 
nish spirit, so long as he is not a nuisance, 
but it should be one of great Christian activ­ 
ity to convert them, since they are on our 
shore and so long as they remain with us. 
Rev. Mr. Hartwell, Chinese Missionary in 
San Francisco, followed in the interests of 
Chinese mission work, stating that he knew 
of but one Church in the State that was really 
engaged in it at the present time, and urged 
immediate and renewed activity in this di­ 
rection. 
Rev. 1. S. Kalloch stated that the reason 
why so little was being done was fully stated 
in the report of the Missionary Committee 
of the denomination in this State to the Home 
Missionary Society in Mew York some three 
years ago, which showed that it was from a 
lack of co-operation from that society, a copy 
of which paper he now held in his hand. 
Five years ago, he said, we had a properous 
mission here ; our hearts were all drawn out 
towards it, but the American Home Mission­ 
ary Society said it could not help us because 
the other churches were not united. That 
was the commencement and the reason for 
the inertia upon this subject. 1 will relieve 
you from any lengthy remarks upon this sub­ 
ject. It isverydifficulttoseparate the religious 
and political aspects of this subject, and 
when Bro. Abbott says he will have nothing 
to do with the political side of it. and Bro. 
Hartwell the same, they have a difficult task 
to perform, for these two things, the political 
and the religious sides of it, run together. 
But I claim I can discuss the religious side of 
the subject entirely separate from the other, 
and I have delivered an essay within three 
mouths before my people upon Christianity 
among the Chinese, which does pot deal with 
the political side of it at all. ho far as the 
Christian side to our duty to these people is 
concerned, I stand here to declare that if any 
man charges me with any race or class pre­ 
judice against this people he does me great 
injustice. 1 never spoke an unkind word 
against them in my life, and I will go as far 
as any other member upon this floor 
to Christianize the Chinaman. I be­ 
lieve the Lord Jesus Christ came from 
his throne in glory to save the Chinaman. 
L believe it is our duty to save them. 
It is not because I do not wish to save 
them that I oppose their coming, but because 
if 100,000 people from the interior were 
coming to the city I would oppose such im­ 
migration eveu if they were my own brother’s 
sons. One hundred thousand more would 
starve them. That is the point from which I 
would judge the subject. I believe in every 
word Brother Hartwell has said, ami I be­ 
lieve we have been neglectful upon this sub­ 
ject, and we should go to work and help this 
brother right out iu this work by raising 
some money to help the object which he is so 
gloriously at woik upon. Let us take this 
matter up and redeem ourselves in this 
re-pec t. 
Rev. Dr. Taft said that be was in entire 
sympathy with the points made in the essay, 
barring the implied reflection upon the Bap­ 
tist Church asa denomination. He had been 
on the coast five years, and had attended con­ 
ventions and associations, and in no case had 
he heard any reflections at them upon the 
Chinese. 
It is our duty to do all in 
our power to Christianize them, and teach 
them our language, so as to communicate to 
them the Gospel; but I do not think we a:e 
under obligation to take up the work of 
primary euueation among this class any more 
than among any other portion of our popula­ 
tion, such as Germans or others who could 
not read our language. It is impossible that 
any one should be saved without the Gospel 
is communicated to them. We shall have to 
wait iu the providence of God until a genera­ 
tion is developed that can understand our 
language. 
If God liad proposed that we 
should preach the Gospel to them at once lie 
should have given us the power of tongues. 
We are not to be disrespectful, and I am not 
conscious that as a people or denomination 
we have any antipathy or are callous with 
reference to them, as has been intimated. 
Rev. Mr. Abbott said : In view of what Mr. 
Kalloch has said it is due to the American 
Baptist Home Missionary Society to say that 
possibly they would have aided the Chinese 
work in San Francisco at the time referred 
to disparagingly by the committee’s paper, of 
which he speaks, had the Home Missionary 
Society been thoroughly satisfied with the 
methods and plans of service as commumcated 
by the paper. I am authorized by the Secre­ 
tary of that Society to present the full com­ 
munication to you. as expressive of its judg­ 
ment at the present time respecting the an­ 
tagonism to the evangelization of the Chinese, 
which is as follows : 
“ In your address on ‘Chinese Evangeliza­ 
tion,’ iu May, before the State Convention, 
you can say that the Home Mission Society 
has no sympathy whatever with the un­ 
christian attitude which has been taken by 
many, and that we deplore the antagonism to 
the Chinese which has been exhibited by 
some of our own brethren, believing that 
the Chinese here and thousands of their tel- 
low-countrymen at home will, on this ac­ 
count, become so prejudiced against Christi­ 
anity as to become practically inaccessible to 
Christian influence. They will consider their 
inhospitable and outrageous treatment by a 
people nominally Christian as a concomitant 
of Christianity, and it will take a generation 
of missionary labor to correct their error and 
overcome their prejudices. Thus in a few 
years here the hand on the dial of missionary 
work in China may be turned back a gen­ 
eration.” 
Rev. George Guirev, of San Francisco, 
said : Mr. Chairman, I want to say a word 
on this question. I have been on this coa3t 
but a short time. Dr. Kalloch has been 
here but two or three years longer, but he 
knows, and we must admit, that our denomi­ 
nation has been discouraged in its work 
among the Chinese because of his opposition. 
I have two objections to what he has said. 
First—The fact that the Home Mission 
Society withdrew its support was no 
reason why we should become indifferent 
to the evangelization of the Chinese 
in our midst. Why could not the Temple 
Church and other churches support their own 
missions among the Chinese in the same 
way that they support other local missions ? 
We have been indifferent. We kan en­ 
couraged hostility toward the Chinese. I 
read in a paper yesterday that the foreign 
residents of Pekin are thoroughly alaimedfor 
their safety owing to the threatening attitude 
of the populace, and if our people should be 
massacred in China we would not be wholly 
irresponsible. And I want to ask Dr. Kal­ 
loch right here, if he did not, on that Friday 
afternoon, in his incendiary speech on the 
sand lot, say “ Wait one week, and if noth­ 
ing is done for you, you may meet here as 
often, and talk as much a- you please, for all 
me ?” Did he not know the dangerous classes 
he was talking to, and that he was inciting 
them to deeds of violence? I stood there and 
heard him with sorrow. For our own sake, 
and for the sake of society, we ought to make 
every effort to Christianize the Chinese now 
in our midst. 
Dr. Kalloch—I simply wanted to explain 
that the letter to the Baptist Home Mis­ 
sionary Society was introduced to show why 
we were doing less than we ought to on this 
ooast. If it was merely one of ray incen­ 
diary documents I would not bring ^it before 
you. But, inasmuch as it was signed by 
three of the leading ministers of our denom­ 
ination, I will read a pert Pm of i t : “ The 
plan you propose will extinguish the mis­ 
sionary efforts here in five years.” So far as 
the remarks of the brother on the left are 
concerned, it is certainly astounding, under 
the circumstances under which I am placed, 
and environed by the difficulties which assail 


me from every side, that raise and anticipate 
the decision of the Court by charging me 
with “ incendiary language.” Any brother 
will see the impropriety of my saying any­ 
thing here. But suppose I admitted the lan­ 
guage attributed to me ; suppose I did say 
“ Wait a week; then, if you don’t hear from 
me, you may meet as often and talk 
as loud as you please.” 
Analyze this 
language, 
and 
what 
does it 
yield? 
Let the brothers and sisters imagine me talk­ 
ing to the six or seven thousand men that 
met that day—the brutal elements of so­ 
ciety—imagine me having that class of men 
before me, and then imagine me talking to 
them asking for delay. I asked for delay—to 
adjourn and meet at the end of a week, and 
then adjourn to the end of another week, and 
then another, and then they quietly dispersed 
without hurting the hair of any Chinaman’s 
head. I was the Mayor of the city, and may 
reasonably be supposed to have known things 
not generally known, of which the brother 
knows nothing. Did the brother want me to 
turn them loose that night? My course 
created alarm among the citizens; but I 
stand here in the name and in the presence of 
Almighty God, and tell you that you and the 
people will yet be enabled to read the 
newest history by the light of truth and jus­ 
tice and will acknowledge that I did right. 
But, I repeat, is it nut amazing under the 
circumstances of the case—the enemies I am 
fighting, the burdens I am bearing—that a 
brother minister should anticipate and at­ 
tempt to prejudge the decisions of a Court by 
declaring me guilty ? Will you join with my 
enemies ? I am not afraid to meet all the 
world. 1 can meet the Supervisors; I can 
meet the Courts ; I can meet the lawyers and 
the assassins who skulk behind every corner 
in my pathway. I am not afraid of them 
all. I am in the hands of Almighty God, 
and He will do by me according to His holy 
will and pleasure. 1 think I have a right to 
ask of my dear brethren that you should 
wait, and not prejudge my case until some 
judicial decision has been pronounced upon 
me. I think I have a right to expect your 
sympathy. If this assault had come from an 
enemy I could have borne it. But it was 
that of mine friend and mine acquaintance. 
We walked to the house of prayer together 
to hold sweet commune. He hath done this. 
[General applause.] 
Mr. Guirey then attempted to address the 
Chair, but the Chairman, Dr. Frost, recog­ 
nized Mr. Cole, who arose to a question of 
information. He had not heard Mr. Abbott’s 
essay, but from the remarks he had heard 
concerning it he felt in need of information. 
He thought he (Cole) could write an essay on 
the Chinese question without touching upon 
the industrial or political phase of it. 
Mr. Guirey—Brother Moderator------ 
Dr. Frost—Dr. Gray has the floor. 
Dr. Gray—Mr. Moderator, I move that a 
committee to prepare the w rk for the next 
State Convention be appointed, with Dr. 
Frost as Chairman. We have had discus­ 
sion enough. 
Mr. Guirey—Mr. Moderator, I desire to 
explain, and rise to a question of personal 
privilege. 
Dr. Frost—The motion of Dr. Gray is be­ 
fore the h ouse. 
Mr. Guirey—It is not seconded. 
Several voices—I second the motion. 
Dr. Frost then put the motion, which was 
carried. Mr. Abbott, the Moderator, then 
took the chair and appointed the committee. 
Mr. Guirey—I rise to a question of per­ 
sonal privilege. 
Dr. Grav—I move we now adjourn. 
Mr. Guirey—I ask to be heard. Dr. Kal­ 
loch----- 
Cries of “ Question!” “ Question!” and 
“ Order ! ” Order! ” 
Mr. Guirey—I will not be set down ; I will 
not let misrepresentation pass----- 
Continued cries of “ Motion.” 
Mr. Guirey persisted in speakiDg, but the 
confusion prevented him from being heard 
distinctly. Rev. Mr. Hatch arose to a ques­ 
tion of order, Mr. Guirey contending that he 
had the floor on a question of privilege. The 
Moderator succeeded in putting the question 
on adjournment, which was carried. 
Dr. Kalloch asked the metropolitan dele­ 
gation to retire with him to a removed portion 
of the church, whereupon a considerable pro­ 
portion of the audience retired and engaged 
in a private consultation. The Conference 
then dispersed. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The afternoon session closed the Ministerial 
Conference, and after opening with religious 
exercises the evening session, the regular 
State Convention was declared open, and the 
Moderator, Rev. Dr. E. 11. Gray, of San 
Francisco, took the chair. 
Rev. A. L. Cole, of Dixon, preached the 
annual sermon, which was delivered upon the 
subject of “ The Divinity of Christ.” 
A t the conclusion of the discourse the Con­ 
vention proceeded to election of officers for 
the ensuing year. Rev. Dr. Gray was re­ 
elected as Moderator ; H. F. Smith, of Oak­ 
land, was elected Secretary, and J. It. Mason, 
of San Francisco, Treasurer. 
The Convention then adjourned until 9 
o’clock this morning. 
The proceedings to day will be as follows : 
Prayer and praise meeting at 9 A. M ; report 
of the Board of State Missions at 9:30, and 
report of the State Missionary ; 11 A. 3!., ser­ 
mon by Rev. J. B. Hartwell ; 2 p. M., Wom­ 
an’s meeting of Foreign Missions ; 3 r. H., re­ 
ports of committees and discussion’; 7:30 p. 
M., address on the outlook of tjjp Baptist 
denomination in California, by A. J. Frost, 
to be followed by discussion. 
P icnic Distcrbeus.— Yesterday Pit El- 
dred, Ed. Fogarty, Fred Dunn, Joe Murphy 
and Charles Cass, were arrested by Constable 
Cooper on a warrant based on a complaint 
sworn to by officers Fredericks and Valen­ 
tine. They are charged with fighting, takiiig 
possession of the platform, ripping, cursing, 
swearing, abusing people, and kicking up a 
general shindy at the Red Men’s picnic at 
Folsom last Sunday. They raised particular 
Ned, and misbehaved so shamefully as to 
alarm peaceable citizens. Officers Valentine 
and Fredericks were presentand remonstrated 
with them, tu t they snapped their fingers at 
them, and told them they had no authority 
outside the city. They will be brought be­ 
fore Justice Gilmer to-day and made to an­ 
swer why peaceably disposed citizens cannot 
go into the couutry for a day’s change from 
the regular treadmill of business, without be­ 
ing disturbed by brawling hoodlums.

KEARNEY'S CASE. 


The Argument before the Supreme Court 
Continued—The Propositions of 
the Petitioner. 
The Kearney habeas corpus hearing was 
resumed before the Supreme Court at 10 A. M. 
yesterday. 
Not so large an audience was 
present as on the first day, but the Court­ 
room was well filled nevertheless. There was 
some iittle improvement in thecharacter of the 
spectators,as manifested by the countenances 
ranged back of the bar. 
Judge Lake resumed his argument for the 
people, citing numerous authorities in sup­ 
port of the positions theretofore assumed by 
him, and reported iu the sketch of his argu­ 
ment given yesterday in the R ecord-Union. 
D. J. MURPHY 
Followed upon the saíne side, with other au­ 
thorities upon the same points made by 
Judge Lake and himself previously. He 
added that, in his view of the matter, the 
judgment of the Police Court is all 
the Supreme Court could consider, and that 
no means exist by which it can inquire into 
the question as to what the misdemeanor 
was, or under what law or ordinance it arose 
or the conviction was had. He said that 
Section 1486 of the Penal Code provides that 
a defendant shall be remanded on the hearing 
of a writ of habeas corpus in certain cases, 
and one of these is when the defendant is 
held in custody by virtue of a judgment of 
any competent Court of criminal jurisdiction. 
Section 1487 provides the cases iu which a 
prisoner may be discharged on a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus, but it qualifies itself by saying 
that the discharge shall be made in such and 
such cases, except as provided in Section 
1486. This exception he took to be conclus­ 
ive of this case, and he urged the point upon 
the close attention of the Court, for defend­ 
ant is held under the judgment of a compe­ 
tent Court of criminal jurisdiction. 
justice m’kee 
Asked if the prosecution held that where a 
defendant is convicted of a misdemeanor in a 
competent Court of criminal jurisdiction for 
the violation of a city ordinance, which was 
set up in the complaint, and the defendant 
convicted and awarded judgment thereunder, 
that the Supreme Court cannot on habeas 
corpus question the ordinance or judgment, 
even if it be admitted that no lawful ordinance 
ever existed ? 
Judge Lake replied that the prosecution 
did so fully to that extent, as the Police 
Court’s judgment is conclusive, and it must 
be assumed that the jurisdictional question as 
to the validity of the ordinance was there de­ 
termined, and that determination is a finality, 
from which defendant had, however, an ap­ 
peal that was a sufficient and easy remedy. 
THE PETITIONER. 
Mr. Barbour, in reply for petitioner, said 
that lie did nut take issue with the prosecu­ 
tion in its statement that habeas corpus can­ 
not be used as a writ of error, but he did 
claim to attack the judgment of the Court, 
because the Police Court had no jurisdiction. 
The commitment here is a general one, show­ 
ing a violation of law amounting to a misde­ 
meanor. Now, it does not show what kind 
of a misdemeanor it was. There are certain 
indictable misdemeanors of which the Police 
Court has no jurisdiction. Therefore defend­ 
ant is entitled to show what kind of a misde­ 
meanor was claimed to have been committed, 
and to do so he attacked the jurisdiction of 
the Court, and asked leave to bring in proofs 
and show that the Police Court had no juris­ 
diction of the person of defendant, or of the 
subject-matter of the proceeding. Where 
the complaint discloses that it is based on a 
private ordiuauce the Court may examine 
into the complaint, and that he asked to be 
done. PRIVATE OR GENERAL STATUTES. 
Mr. Murphy said that the ordinances are 
not private, but public statutes, anil the 
Court must take judicial notice of their exist­ 
ence, and of the fact of their having been 
properly passed. 
Being ordinances of a 
municipality, the Courts of the municipality 
are bound to take judicial notice of the ordi­ 
nances. 
Mr. Smoot hoped his associate would not 
admit that the ordinances are genen*j, for he 
held they are nut, and that they must be 
proved, and that in this case the ordinance 
was proved, and this Court must assume that 
the Court below required it. 
Mr. Murphy said that in 183C the ordi­ 
nances in San Francisco were only by-laws, 
and had to be proven, but by subsequent Act 
the violations of the ordinances were made 
public offenses, and that carried them out of 
by-laws, and the Courts of the municipality 
will take judicial notice of them. 
Mr. Barbour—Fight it out among your­ 
selves, gentlemen. The ordinances, uulike 
general laws, had to be published in a paper 
and files preserved “ for the use of the 
Courts,” says the law, and it is that resort 
defendant asks this Court to take. He then 
argued the proposition that the Supreme 
Court may examine facts extrinsically to de­ 
termine the jurisdiction of the Court. The 
Code provides that the Court or Judge on 
habeas corpus may examine papers and facts 
to determine whether a prisoner is lawfully 
held. Any other «instruction would be in 
violation of the spirit of the law. Iu tiiis 
case the commitment says Kearney is held 
fi r six months imprisonment and is fined 
§1,000. Now, the paper does not impose any 
imprisonment for fai'ure to pay the tine. 
Mr. Murphy—It is fine ana imprisonment. 
Mr. Barbour—Why, then, are the words 
one thousand dollars in the commitment ? 
Why should they be put into a document ad­ 
dressed to the jailor unless the imprisonment 
and the tine have a relation to each other ? 
He then proceeded to examine the cases 
cited by Messrs. Lake and Murphy, claiming 
that they do not maintain the doctriue of 
finality of the judgment of the Police Court, 
and incidentally he said were he the District 
Attorney he would be ashamed to object to 
the offer of a prisoner to prove that absolute­ 
ly no such law existed as that under which it 
is claimed he must be held. The very object 
of the writ of habeas corpus is t» determine 
whether a Court has exceeded its jurisdiction ; 
yet it is held by the prosecution that the 
Court below itself judges of that, and that its 
judgment is a finality. If so, then the writ 
of habeas corpus is a farce. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Court took a recess at 12:45 until 2 p. 
3!., when Mr. Barbour resumed his argu­ 
ment. He confined it largely to a review of 
the cases cited on the other side, in which he 
claimed thepapeis in all the caseswere before 
the Courts and all the records under examina­ 
tion. He claimed that all the California 
cases show that the California Courts have 
exercised the power and right to examine on 
habeas corpus into all the proceedings, in the 
case prior to the issuance of the writ. He 
held that if the judgment and recitations of 
the commitment are to be taken as final and 
conclusive, then a false statement ot jurisdic­ 
tional facts in the commitment and judg­ 
ment would place it in the power of corrupt 
officers to accomplish great iniquities. He 
said this whole case hinge l on the power i f 
the Court to inquire into the truth ot the al­ 
leged jurisdictional facts in this case. He 
cited several cases in support of his views, 
anil among otheis ex parte Frank (52 Cal., 
606). As to the powers of municipal Court, 
he cited Hurd on habeas corpus, Section 359. 
A t this point Judge Lake notified Mr. 
Barbour that he did not object to the intro­ 
duction of the record in the Court below, ex­ 
cept to the demand of prisoner that the 
record be brought up, for the purpose of an 
attack being made upon it by testimony 
aliunde. 
A discussion here sprang up as to whether, 
if the record was before the Court, testimony 
could be taken to contradict it. 
Mr. Lake held that in the Police Court it 
was required to introduce ordinances, in cases 
of offenses under them, but that it was never 
necessary to go back and prove every step of 
their passage. 
Justice McKiDstry—It is claimed that a 
municipal Court will take judicial notice of 
the existence or non-existence of an ordinance. 
Now is it true that after such Dotice is taken 
and a judgment rendered that it is con­ 
clusive ? 
Mr. Barbour thought not, for nothing 
which is ab initio void can be made valid by 
any notice taken. He cited several cases. 
THE REPLY. 
Mr. Murphy, for the prosecution, replied 
to the argument of Mr. Barbour and cited 
Hunt vs. Hunt (72 New York) in support of 
the proposition that the judgment of the 
Police Court is conclusive. 
Justice Thornton—Suppose it appeared on 
the complaint that there was an indictment 
for one offense, but a conviction for a totally 
different one ? 
Judge Lake—That would show on its face 
that the judgment was void; that there nevtr 
was a trial. 
Justice Thornton—How can you deter­ 
mine the jurisdiction without examining the 
record ? 
. 
. 
. 
Mr. Murphy—So far as this proceeding is 
concerned, the judgment of the Court below 
has determined the jurisdictional facte, and 
that judgment is a finality. 
Justice McKee—Speaking for myself only, 
the only debatable ground in this case is as 
to the conclusiveness of the judgment of the 
Police Court. 
APPROACHING THE END. 
By request of Justice Thornton, Mr. Mur­ 
phy read the various ordinances under which 
the conviction of Kearney was bad. He also 
read and commented again upon the Iowa 
case, where an ordinance was passed and the 
magistrate it was admitted had jurisdiction 
to hear and determine the case, and did do so, 
and it was pleaded en habeas corpus that the 
ordinance was invalid; but the Supreme 


Court held that it could not inquire into it, as 
there had been a remedy at appeal. 
Judge Lake renewed his offer to withdraw 
objection to the introduction of the record, 
for all it will show upon its face, but not for 
the purpose of being attacked by outside evi­ 
dence. 
• 
Justice McKee—If we have the record here 
we can inspect it. 
Mr. Barbour—We want a copy of the rec­ 
ords—the files of the American Flag and. the 
records of the Board of Supervisors. 
Mr. Smoot and Mr. Lake—Do you want 
the record for any other purpose than laying 
a predicate for showing that the ordinance 
was not passed ? 
Mr. Barbour—I want all I have asked for, 
for the purposes I have Btated. 
Chief Justice Morrison—Better have the 
record here. You can get a certified copy. 
Mr. Barbour—The record will show that 
an entry was made after the time for appeal 
that defendant waived a jury. As to the 
propositions I will raise on the complaint, 
they cap be stated and submitted now. 
Chief Justice Morrison—Do you desire to 
make further argument on the papers before 
the Court now ? 
Mr. Barbour said that in part he had made 
that argument. He objected to the com­ 
plaint because it charged a general violation 
of the ordinance, which specifies several dis­ 
tinct offenses. He claimed that the power 
to tine and imprison, as done in this case, 
was not a proper grant of power, or given to 
the city under the consolidation A ct; also, 
that the complaint alleges a crime not recog­ 
nizable uuder the Constitution; that the 
offeuse charged ¡9 the utterance of words 
calculated to provoke a breach of the peace 
when uttered in the presence of the person of 
whom spoken; and it appears that Claus 
Spreckles was the person spoken of, and that 
he was not present, because the complaint 
says there were 100 persons present who were 
unknown to complainant. The precise wordB 
are not set forth. It says certain words were 
used, “ or words to that effect.” Now that 
won’t do. 
The Court—Does it say Spreckles was a 
person ? 
Mr. Barbour—No, sir. 
Mr. Smoot—Yes, it does. It says “ he is a 
damned thief.” A thief is a person. 
Mr. Barbour—Why, a raven is the worst 
of thieves, and he is no person. [The entire 
bench here ventured,to smile and enjoy the 
hit.] The section <>f the ordinance lelied 
upou must be pleaded in the complaint, and 
mere reference by number, as here, will not 
do.Justiee McKinstry—Does the Consolidation 
Act require ordinances to be published before 
being deemed valid ? 
Mr. Murphy—N o; only that they shall be 
published five days. 
After some further argument and the cita­ 
tion of authorities as to ordinances and 
municipal powers, the discussion closed for 
the day, and at 5 r. M. the Court adjourned 
until 10 a. 31. to day. 
[By typographic error the report yesterday 
made Mr. Barbour speak of “ extrinsic” evi­ 
dence as “ intrinsic,” and Judge Lake speak 
of the “ formality” of judgment instead of 
the “ finality.”]
